1. STRONG LIKELIHOOD L. 1388 AND PORTIONS L. 1392 WILT. 

BE VOTED UPON IN SECOND COMITE EVENING MEETING 

5 DECEMBER. 38 CO-SPONSORS (INCULDES W.S.) OF 
L 1388 HAVE ACCEPTED A NUMBER OF THE BRAZILIAN 
AMENDMENTS. CONTAINED L. 1392, REJEECTED OTHERS, WITH 
MOST OF 27 LDC CO-SPONSORS HOWEVER SERVING NOTICE 
THAT IF BRAZIL PUSHES TO THE VOTE ITS POINT 5(RE 
LINKING TO THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER THEY WILL BE FORCED VOTE WITH BRAZIL 
ON NEW OP PARA FOUR OR AT BEST ABSTAIN AND THAT PARA 
WILL CARRY IN COMMITTEE. 

2. STATUS REPORT AS OF 2. P.M. 5 DECEMBER -SEVEN 

HOURS OF NEGOTIATIONS OF CO-SPONSORS WITH BRAZIL (BRITO) 
OVER PAST FEW DAYS PLUS NUMEROUS SEPARATE MEETINGS 
OF CO-SPONSORS HAVE RESULTED IN; 

1) SOME CO-SPONSORS IN G-77 (MALAYSIA, TUNISIA, 

EGYPT, INDONESIA, PHILIPPINE) EXPRESSING GREAT 
UNHAPPINESS WITH BRITO'S UNNECESSARY, ANTI-CONSENSUS 
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HARD LINE POSITION AND BELOW THE BELT TACTICS; 
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2) CO-SPONSORS ACCEPTING FOLLOWING BRAZILIAN 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS (SEE L. 1392); POINT 1(A) WITH 
"A" INSTEAD OF "THE NIEO; POINT 1(C) WITH THE 
ADDITION OF THE REST OF THE SENTENCE SEE PARA 14 OF 
WPPA; POINT 2(B); POINT 3; POINT 6; AND 

A MODIFIED POINT 7 "ALSO AT THE REGIONAL LEVEL". 

3) CO-SPONSORS REJECTING BRAZILIAN POINTS 2 -, 4. 

8 AND 9. 

4) CO-SPONSORS DECIDED PUBLISH REV 2 OF 1388 P.M. 

5 DECEMBER INCORPORATING ABOVE CHANGES. 

3. MAJOR REMAINING STICKING POINTS ARE BRAZILIAN 
POINTS 5, 9 AND 10 WITH POINT 5 THE MOST TROUBLESOME. 
BRAZILIANS ARE PUSHING FOR FOLLOWING NEW 
OPERATIVE PARA "STRESSES THAT THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE WORLD POPULATION PLAN OF ACTION SHOULD TAKE 
FULL ACCOUNT OF THE PROGRAMME OF ACTION ON 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER, 
(AND THUS CONTRIBUTE TO ITS IMPLEMENTATION); THE 

US., AND JAPAN ARE SAYING THAT THEY LIKELY WILL 
BE FORCED LEAVE THE LIST OF CO-SPONSORS IF AT LEAST 
THE LAST SIX WORDS OF THE PARA ARE NOT DELETED. 

SOME OF THE G-77 CO-SPONSORS OF THE RES (TUNISIA. 

MALAYSIA, EGYPT AND OTHERS) ARE URGING BRAZIL— 

IN THE SPIRIT OF BUCHAREST AND CONSENSUS-NOT TO 
INSIST AND TO EITHER DROP THE WHOLE PARA OR LAST 
SIX WORDS. 

4. BRAZIL (BRITO) IS PLAYING CUTE SAYING IT "PROBABLY" 

WILL PUSH THE PARA TO A VOTE BUT MAY OR MAY NOT IF 
IT GETS FURTHER CONCESSIONS. NOTE AT THIS 
JUNCTURE, BASED ON EVENTS OF THE PAST THREE DAYS, 

NOT ONE OF THE CO-SPONSORS TRUSTS BRITO. RE PARA 5 
UNLESS INSTRUCTED OTHERWISE US. DEL PLANS TO CONTINUE 
LOBBY HARD FOR ELIMINATION LAST SIX WORDS (AND 
CHANGING "THE"NIEO TO "A" NIEO”) CONTINUE CO-SPONSOR 
RES IF WORDS ELIMINATED; VOTE NO ON PARA AND ANNOUNCE 
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WITHDRAWAL CO-SPONSORHSIP IF PARA WITH LAST SIX 
WORDS ACCEPTED BY COMITE. IF UNACCEPTABLE 
WORDS RE IMPLEMENTATION OF NIEO VOTED INTO RES 
US. DEL WOULD LIKE TO BE GRANTED DISCRETION ABSTAIN 
OR VOTE AGAINST RES (IN EITHER CASE WITH A STRONG 
EXPLANATION OF VOTE) DEPENDING ON FINAL OUTCOME OF 
OTHER PROPOSED AMENDMENTS— ESPECIALLY OP PARA ELEVEN. 
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5. RE OP PARA 10 THERE IS A 75 PERCENT CHANCE THAT 
BRAZIL WILL CALL FOR A VOTE TO DELETE THE PARA. 

BRAZIL WILL LIKELY HAVE SUPPORT FROM SOVIETS, 

EE'S AND SOME LATINS (URUGUAY, ARGENTINA, PERU), 

AND OTHER BUT IN VIEW US. DEL THERE IS BETTER THAN 
50 PERCENT CHANCE PARA WILL BE RETAINED. 

6. RE OP PARA 1 1 BRAZIL IS ANXIOUS TO HAVE FIRST 
FOUR WORDS OF PARA "ALL COUNTRIES ESPECIALLY THE" 
DELETE AND WOULD ALSO PREFER SEE THE IDEA OF 
ADDITIONALITY INCORPORATED INTO PARA. WHILE SOME 
OF THE G-77 CO-SPONSORS OF DRAFT RES L. 1388 ARE SOME- 
WHAT SOFT ON BOTH POINTS THE US., FRG AND OTHERS HAVE 
TAKEN STRONG STAND AGAINST FURTHER CHANGES THAT GO 
BEYOND L. 1388 REV 1 LANGUAGE TELLING CO-SPONSORS 
ANY LANGUAGE RE ADDITIONALITY TOTALLY UNACCEPTABLE 
AND CURRENT OTHER BRAZILIAN FORMULATIONS RE BEGINNING 
OF PARA ALSO UNACCEPTABLE.
